A second line was 
tossed to the boat, to pull it 
ashore. Two trips were required 
to bring Cairns, his bicycle, and 
the firefighters ashore.

near the Wilmington Plaza, a 
proposal which ran into stiff 
opposition from nearby residents.

The Garden of Eden Country 
Club property on Chestnut Street 
has been leased for use as a 
church. 

The Bible Speaks last week 
signed a lease with a two-year 
option to buy the 46-acre 
operty. No price was disclosed, 
ut the property carries an 
assessed value of 87,250. The 
property is owned by Dr. Edward 
Jacobs of Los Angeles, Cal 

In the 1978 annual town 
meeting, the town of Wilmington 
turned down an article which 
would have purchased the land 
from the country club. Dr. 
Jacobs bought the property in 
October 1978. 

The Bible Speaks is a Christian 
church with headquarters in 
Lenox, Mass. Founded by Dr. 
Carl Stevens in Maine in 1962, the 
church took its present name in 
1973, and moved to Lenox in 1976. 
Presently it operates in 55 
localities in the U.S. and in 17 
foreign countries. 

The church has been active in 
the Wilmington area for eight 
years. The group first rented 
facilities at the ymerican Legion 
Hall in Wilmington, and later

rented from the Wilmington 
Congregational Church, the 
Towanda Club, and then occupied 
space in the school facilities in 
Wilmington. The Bible Speaks 
held its first service at the Garden 
of Eden facility on January 3. 

The former clubhouse of the 
country club does, not give the 
appearance of a church, but it is 
well suited for the purpose. The 
upstairs hall has been set up as a 
chapel. Downstairs there are 
meeting rooms, offices and a 
snack bar. 

Pastor John Palmer said the 
church had not ruled out possibly 
selling off some of the golf course 
property to pay for the purchase 
of the country club. He said that 
the property had been bought as a 
place of worship, and would not 
be used as a golf course. 

"The property includes a house 
and garage, which have been 
rented to another tenant. 

Should the church exercise its 
option to buy the property, it 
would become tax-exempt 
Presently, the tax bill on the 
property is in the vicinity of $7000 
per year. 

While the property is owned by 


Dr. Jacobs and leased to the 
church, it remains as taxable 
property. 

“We're not unaware of the tax 
implications,” said Pastor John 
Palmer. He stressed that he 
hopes to have the church be a 
benefit to the town. 

Pastor Palmer said that he 
intends to hold an open house for 
neighbors of the church sometime 
during the spring. 

Presently there are more than 
200 members of the local church, 
with about 150 attending Sunday 
services. There are two services 
Sundays, a Thursday evening 
service, and Bible study groups 
on Tuesday nights. The study 
groups are held in homes in an 
area that runs between Lowell 
and Gloucester. 

Pastor Palmer said that the 
church runs a very active youth 
program. ‘We've managed to 
change quite a few lives,” he said. 

There is one program for 
children eight to 13, another for 
youths 14 and up. The teenagers 
run their own Bible study group, 
he said, although it is with some 
adult supervision. Teaching is 
very basic, he said.

Mating deterrent for gypsy moths 


Did you, gentle reader, arrive 
home sometime last summer or 
fall and discover that the 
driveway to your home was 
covered with small pieces of oak 
leaf? 

It happened in a lot of places in 
Middlesex County, in 1980. The 
gypsy moth caterpillars were at 
work. They thrive on the oak 
trees, and chop up the leaves as 
they eat. Last year was the worst 
inseveral years, According to the 
US Department of Agriculture 5.1 
million acres of the woodlands of 
the Northeast were infested last 
year. 

The gypsy moth, as practically 
everyone knows, is the result of 
an attempt to develop some silk- 
worms, in New England, back in 
the days after the Civil War. A 
man in Medford was attempting 
to breed a New England silk- 
worm, and some escaped.

They proliferate, and the area ist” 
which they live keeps expanding. 

Over half a century ago in 
Wilmington and in Tewksbury 
there were men who were hired to 
goaround in the fall, and paint the 


masses of gypsy moth eggs with 
creosote. They had paint brushes 
on long bamboo poles, and they 
seemed to do a very good job. 

The gypsy moth all but 
disappeared, 

Today, it seems creosote is not 
supposed to be used, at least 
professionally, A home owner 
can use creosote, the story goes, 
because so little of it will be used 
He is supposed to not use too 
much. Just why isn't known to 
the writer, but perhaps it has 
something to do with en- 
vironment 

The egg clusters disappeared. 
For years there were hardly any 
Then, somewhat suddenly, a few 
years ago they began to reappear. 

Egg clusters will appear on 
almost any kind of tree, but more 
frequently on black oak. New 
ones are to be found from July to 
early frost and they remain 
visible all winter, light colored 
egg)-clusters against dark oak 
bark.

Arthur V. Lynch passed away 
recently. He was a man who had 
grown up and lived in the Silver 
Lake area of Wilmington. Always 
a thorough gentleman, he served 
his town 17 years on the 
Wilmington School Committee. 

To speak of Arthur Lynch is to 
speak of the people who lived in 
the Silver Lake area in the years 
after World War I. The part of 
Grove Avenue, and other streets 
beyond Wild Avenue was a place 
of summer camps, Those camps 
extended into Tewksbury, into 
that area which is now called 
South Tewksbury. 

In those post-war years the 
summer camps of the Silver Lake 
area often became year around 
homes for the people of the Boston 
suburbs. When hard times came, 
as they did, families moved into 
the camps. They had to tack 
corrugated cardboard onto the 
walls, to keep out the winter cold. 
More than one family moved into 
Wilmington, and into Tewksbury, 
under those conditions. 

It was a time of extreme 
poverty for many families. The 
election of Peter Neilson, father 
of the publisher of the Town Crier, 
was the direct result of the hard- 
ships with which the Silver Lake 
families were contending in those 
years. He was elected to the 
School Committee in 1923, on 
what was essentially a protest 
vote by the

His 
diction and his vocabulary were 
considerably improved, as were 
any other pupils who studied with 
that lady. 

Arthur Lynch did not graduate 
from high school. He did become 


seemed he had memorized ‘what 

he was tosay.

In my mail this week, I got a 
letter from a man in Methuen that 
I'd like to answer here. The 
concerns he raises. have been 
repeated often in Metters I've 
received lately. 

“Dear Mr. Shannon, 

I read recently that you're 
going to be on a Social Security 
subcommittee in Congress. I’m 
not on Social Security myself. 
Actually, I’m still fairly young. 
I've been working since I was 16 
and now I’m in my early 40's. But 
I've paid a lot into Social Security 
over the years and I heard on the 
news thai the Social Security fund 
is in trouble. The only other 
pension I'll be getting when I 
retire is my veterans’ benefit, so 
I'm very concerned about 
whether Social Security will be 
there when I need it. I've cer- 
tainly paid for it, I'd appreciate it 
if you'd tell me what you know is 
going to happen with this." 

This Congress, I'll be serving on 
the Ways and Means Committee; 
my subcommittee assignments 
are Trade and Social Security. 
One thing I do know is that Social 
Security will be there when you 
retire. The trust fund has some 
revenue problems right now, and 
some adjustments will have to be 
made, but the system is basically 
sound. 

A lot of responsible people in 
Congress - both Democrats and 
Republicans are working hard 
now to come up with proposals 
that will resolve Social Security's 
immediate, short-term revenue 
bind. And they're aware that long 
term planning for keeping the 
Social Security trust funds

1977 did not anticipate the 
unemployment and record-high 
inflation of today’s economy.

Fortunately, there’s enough 
money in that account to cover 
the $6 billion imbalance, but this 
situation obviously can’t go on 
indefinitely. 

We have three choices: reduce 
benefits, increase the payroll tax, 
or find other sources of revenue. 

To cut benefits to retired people 
who depend on Social Security 
checks would be unconscionable, 
and the Regan Administration 
announced this week that 
will definitely not include that 
proposal on their list of 
prospective budget cuts. 

The Congress wouldn't approve 
that proposal anyway. 

As for the second choice - in- 
creasing the payroll tax - an in- 
crease is already scheduled. By 
1986, the 6,65 we're paying now 
will be reaised to 7.15 . We 
cannot simply continue to in- 
crease this percentage year after 
year. This is burdensome for 
individuals , and business, It 
particularly hurts small business 
people. In addition, it's in-

evenue. I think this is 
woes for ensuring the long- 
term solvency of the system. It's 
been suggested that the Medicare 
portion of the Social Security 
program be funded from general 
Treasury revenues, I think this 
proposal merits consideration. 
We may have to rely on using 
general funds to pay for 
Medicare, so the trust funds can 
be used for retirement benefits 
and disability. 

I think we're going to have to 
come up with some innovative 
solutions for the revenue bind that 
Social Security is in now, but I do 
have confidence that we will be 
able without question to ensure 
the immediate solvency and 
eventual stability of the Social 
Security system.

Approval ensures the 
creation of a single new in- 
stitution to be known as Choate- 
Symmes Health Services, Inc., 
whose primary service area will 
be Lexington, Burlington, 
Arlington, Woburn, Wilmington, 
Reading, North Reading, 
Tewksbury and Billerica. 

‘The consolidation plan involves 
the corporate and management 
consolidation of the two hospitals, 
together with a $17 million con- 
struction and upgrading program 
for patient care and support areas 
at the Hospitals’ existing sites. 
Consolidation also incorporates 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, currently a satellite 
of Choate Hospital, although no 
plans have been made to add to 
the two and a half year old am- 
bulatory facility. 

The founding board of trustees 
of Choate-Symmes Health Ser- 
vices, Inc., is expected to convene 
at the beginning of April. 

The Public Health Council's 
approval of the project was based 
in part on the favorable recom- 
mendation of both the Deter- 
mination of Need (D.O.N) agency 
of the Department of Public 
Health and the Health Planning 
Council of Greater Boston, Mark 
Mazak,, a D.O.N. program 
analyst, called the consolidation 
“one of the best examples of 
regional health planning seen to 
date." 

Choate and Symmes. hospital 
officials agree that consolidation 
represents a significant 
development in the delivery of 
health and hospital services in the 


region. The plan calls for a 
“systems” approach to health 
care that gives hegvy emphasis to 
outpatient and ambulatory 
services, community health care 
and services to the elderly 

“Community hospitals have 
traditionally featured acute care 
services given inside the 
hospital,"’ explains Choate 
Hospital President Paul L 
Downey. “The ‘systems ap- 
proach’ emphasizes community 
outreach and concentrates on the 
development of creative and 
innovative modes of institutional 
care, given both inside and out- 
side the Hospital.” 

Mr. Downey believes that the 
new institution will “assume a 
key and integral role in the health 
care system that serves the 
overall needs of our region, from 
primary to acute to long-term 
care. The consdlidated hospital 
will serve both as a provider of 
direct services and as a coor- 
dinator of additional health 
services available elsewhere.” 
He concludes, ‘the result is the 
provision of health services in the 
context of overall health needs, so 
that the consumer who is serviced 
by one part of the system has 
access to all the other parts as 
well.”" 

Two Choate-Symmes task 
forces studying community and 
elderly needs in the Hospitals’ 
combined service area have been 
underway for some months in 
anticipation of consolidation. 
Their recommendations have 
included expanding public health 
education and school health 
programs, developing additional 
adolescent services, employing 
Spanish-speaking nurse prac- 
titioners for out-reach purposes, 
developing programs in alcohol 
treatment and expanding out- 


patient mental health 
capabilities. They have also 
discussed the possibility of 
providing additional satellite 
services including evening walk- 
in clinics. Elderly programs 
considered include geriatric 


- mental health and transitional 


care services and congregate 
housing. 

Construction at Choate Hospital 
will result in new laboratory, 
physical therapy, nuclear 
medicine and dietary facilities. 
Renovation of the existing 
structure will create additional 
space for Pharmacy, Materials 
Management, and’ the con- 
solidated pediatrics service. 
Some nursing stations will also be 
relocated and reorganized into 
more manageable sized units, 
and to provide improved patient 
privacy. Cost of construction and 
renovation will total about five 
and one half million dollar. 

The additional $11-% million 
will be spent at Symmes Hospital 
primarily to construct a new 
three-story wing that will house 
replacement medical-surgical 
beds and an eight-bed Intensive 
and Cardiac Care unit. 

Construction is scheduled to 
commence sometime early next 
year and will be financed through 
the sale of bonds and by funds 
raised from the public in a capital 
campaign

Tradition. 

Another story in the tradition is 
ay I. It concerns Captain 
Kidd, man who was in 
London for piracy. While 
probably without foundation, it is 
a delightful part of the Harnden 


story. 

Of the men in the family the 
third John played a significant 
part in the days of the 
Revolutionary War. He was one 
of three brothers who served. 
John was Lieutenant in the 
Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen. He took part in the 
events on Concord Day, March 19, 
1775. He later was a state 
legislator, and played a part in 
the development of the 
Massachusetts Constitution. 

Still another name in the family 
is Henry. There were at least 
two, and one of them was the man 
in command of the cavalry 
detachment which captured 


Jefferson Davis, the, president of 
the Confederacy, at the end of the 
Civil War. 

His story is not well known, 
although at one time it did appear 
in the pages of this newspaper. 

Today there is a street in 
Reading, and another in 
Wilmington which bear the name 
of Harnden. There are no 
families of that name in either 
town. There is one in Andover, 
but in the two towns in which the 
family lived so many years the 
only family members bear names 
other than that of Harnden. 

The Town Crier will, during the 
next few weeks, tell at least in 
part, the story of the Harnden 
Tradition. It will tell the story of 
the descendants of Richard 
Harnden, who first appeared in 
the Colony ov Massachusetts Bay, 
according to the Harnden 
Tradition, sometime in the 1630s. =

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Controversy over Wilmington police news” 
school closings 


The proposal to close the Glen 
Road and Boutwell Schools in 
Wilmington in order to reduce the 
budget has stirred some con- 
troversy. 

Selectman Aldo Caira has 
asked if it wouldn't be more 
worthwhile to close the Wildwood 
School instead, and keep the Glen 
Road and Boutwell open. He cited 
several cost considerations that 
he said would make his proposal 
reasonable. 

One of Caira’s primary 
proposals is the closing of the 
school system during January 
and February. The savings in 
fuel costs would be significant, 
and fhe change would also allow a 
cutback in school bus service, 
since students would not be going 
to school during the bad weather 
of winter. 

“There is more fuel used in 
January and February than from 
July to December," Caira said. 
He also said that there are 
already two vacation periods, one 
at Christmas, and ope in 
February. “You are only talking 
about 2) days in August,” he said, 
referring to the summer period 
that would be required to make up 
the time. 

“People will say that if you 
keep those two schools open, 
won't you increase costs?" he 
said. 

“If they looked at this thing a 
little closer, he said, they'd keep 
the neighborhood concept. These 
two schools are both newer, and 
they're more fuel-efficient.” 

The Glen Road and Boutwell 
are identical schools, each with 11 
rooms. The Wildwood has two 


more rooms than either. So by 
closing the Wildwood and opening 
the other two, there would be two 
teachers available for the second 
school, In the budget presented 
by Dr. Pierce, there was $54,000 
for one teacher and transfers at 
the Woburn Street, and $144,000 
for five transfers at the 
Shawsheen School. 

‘This would provide eight of the 
teachers for the 11 rooms. 

If the Project Enterprise 
program were put back on a part- 
time basis, he said, that would 
free up two more teachers. 
Leaving one room vacant for 
expansion would keep the change 
within the budget. 

The principal would be paid by 
the elimination of two school 
buses, a savings which would 
result from the use of the two 
neighborhood schools. 

Caira said that the keeping of 
two schools instead of one would 
give the school system added 
flexibility, With just three 
elementary schools filled to 
capacity, there is no allowance 
for an expansion in the birth rate. 

Caira also picked up on a 
comment by Supt. Walter Pierce. 
Ina recent selectmen’s meeting, 
Pierce said that the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association had advised its 
members not to enter into 
discussions as to renegotiating 
contracts 

“For crying out loud, at least 
ask them,” Caira said, talking 
about having teachers possibly 
forego raises, to allowing the 
saving of some positions.

One employee: If there is only 
one employee on duty, what are 
the job responsibilities? Does the 
employee stay at the register? 
Does the employee stock during 
lull hours? Does the employee 
have maintenance duties? 

‘Alertness: Is the employee 
alert as to who comes and goes? 
Does he notice loitering inside 
and outside the store? Does he 
report this to the police? 

b) Procedures: Opening, 
closing and duties. 

Opening: Do the employees 
arrive at the same time or does 
one employee open the store? 

Money: Does the employee

A major source of water con 
tamination, along with industrial wastes, 
farming pesticides and acid rain, is the 
pipes and plumbing which carry your 
water to the tap. These pipes can corrode 
and leach potentially toxic elements 
such as lead, cadmium and zinc into your 
drinking water. 

Regulations adopted following the 
Federal Safe Drinking Water Act of 1974 
ruled that public utilities are responsible 
for insuring the quality of the water 
through to the free flowing tap in your 
home. Unfortunately, the problem Is too 
large to be controlled in one fell swoop 
with a federal regulation. And the many 
home owners who draw their water from 
private wells must face the problem 
singlehandedly 

‘The problem is widespread. More than 
50 percent of the standing water samples 
tested by the Soil and Health Society (a 
non-profit, tax-exempt foundation 
located at 33 East Minor St., Emmaus, 
Pa, 18049), exceeded recommended 
health limits for at least one trace 
mineral or heavy metal. Arsenic, a 
component of brass, often leaches into 
water from chrome-plated brass faucets, 
Cadmium can leach into water from zine 
galvanized or black polyethylene pipes, 
and iron can leach into water from 
galvanized pipes. Selenium and copper 
often leach into water from copper 
components. Lead can leach into water 
from lead pipes annd soldered joints. 

In High concentrations, these heavy 
metals can have a direct effect on your 
health, Cadmium {s associated with 
coronary artery disease. Lead is known 
to cause mental deficiencies in children 
and infants.

zinc or copper or even asbestos The 
problem is corrosive water.” 

‘The soft water that is most corrosive 
can have major health effects. Some 
evidence indicates that soft water may 
contribute to heart disease Jackson 
estimates that hardening soft water 
would reduce the heart disease mortality 
by 25 deaths per 100,000 population. 

Corrosive water has economic effects 
as well. An engineering consultant to the 
City of Seattle estimated that corrosion 
costs that city at least $7.8 million an: 
nually by causing "rusty" water, pipe 
blockages and leaks. 

This costly corrosion can occur 
anywhere along the entire pipeline from 
the municipal source or well to your tap. 
‘The problem is compounded when water 
stands in the pipes for several hours, 
leaching heavy metals and trace 
minerals from the pipes. 

Corrosion trouble spots can be found 
wherever there are long water lines that 
are seldom used. This may occur in a 
school’s drinking fountain where the 
water may contain considerable 
amounts of copper first thing on a 
Monday morning. In homes, fill lines for 
automatic ice makers may receive little 
use, so that corrosion products can ap- 
pear in ice cubes. 


Home Plumbing 

But the main problem still lies in the 
general plumbing system. Most homes 
have pipes that are a hodgepodge of 
metals. As a result of soldered joints, 
threaded connections wiped with paint 
and other installation faults, the 
household water frequently contains 
excessively high amounts of cadmium, 
chromium, cobalt, copper, lead and 
other metals. 

‘There are some solutions to this 
problem. Norwalk, Conn, has controlled 
corrosion in their municipal plumbing by 
adding a compound that coats and 
protects the pipes. Florida Water and 
Utilities, Inc. has embarked on an am: 
bitious program to control corrosion, by 
replacing 3,900 lineal feet of distribution 
lines. The uniform plumbing code in 
Seattle, Washington has been rewritten 
to ban the use of lead pipe and to require 
most contractors to use solder with lead

It is time to take charge of your own 
water supply. Have your standing water 
tested, to find out if you indeed have a 
corrosion problem in your home. If you 
do, make sure to flush stagnant water 
from your pipes after periods of inac- 
tivity, by letting the water run full force 
for several minutes. 

In times of water Shortages or con- 
servation, when such flushing is not 
possible, install a purification device 
Such as a filter, reverse osmosis or 
distillation unit, or use bottled water. 


Water notes 

You may be using more water than you 
think. A lunch at a fast food restaurant 
‘on a bun, french fries and 
fake 1,427 gallons of water to 
‘A breakfast of grapefruit, rice 
“toast and margarine, and milk 
gallons. Dinner of steak, 
potato. vegetable, salad, watermelon 
and milk requires a whopping 2,897 
gallons. 

Meat products use up most of the 
water for these foods. Of the remainder, 
some comes from winter rains falling on 
cropland, and some is pumped from 
underground or stored in dams to 
irrigate crops. On the whole, vegetables 
require less water to produce than meat 

Salt in the water? 

Anyone concerned about their salt 
intake should carefully monitor the 
sodium level of their drinking water The 
daily requirement of salt is 500 
milligragis, and the average person 
drinks between one and two liters of 
water a day. So if your water contains 
500 milligrams a day, you are getting 
your total daily requirements of salt 
from your water alone 

If you feel your water contains excess 
sodium, consider drinking distilled or 
bottled water.

For some individuals the mere thought 
of walking into an airplane is about as 
appealing as feeling the cold barrel of a 
pistol against your forehead. While we are 
all amazed at the immense 
advances in space exploration. 
aerodynamics and the substantial 
reduction in the size of our world, many 
people are unable to handle their feelings 
about airplanes and, consequently. miss 
the opportunities to experience our 
widening landscape and broadening 
horizon, 

Itis not by happenstance that insurance 
machines dot the lobbies and hallways of 
airports or that liquor flows freely prior to 
take-off in cocktail lounges and aboard the 
plane. It is not surprising to find restrooms 
frequented by those who are nervous. 
edgy, fearful and nau hurriedly 
taking pre-flight medication. It is tragic 
however, when fears escalate to the point 
where the panicstricken feeling of a 
phobia results

Fortunately, the airlines have educated 
the public well. Television commercials 
and newspaper advertisements have 
extolled the safety of air travel and have 
constructively spoken to the needs of the 
consumers. In fact, some major com. 
panies periodically hold seminars and 
workshops in order to help passengers feel 
al home on board. 

Many people are able to identify with the 
pre-flight jitters: the sleepless. nights, 
consulting a lawyer to update the will 
leaving detailed instructions for the next 
of kin in case of a fatal crash, nervous 
and vomiting, compulsive buying 
ning for a trip. keeping very busy 
Riving excessive attention to 
meaningless details as well as significant 
rise in the use of the telephone. These and 
oth ts are symptomatic of the 
emotional anxiety and tensions faced by 
animpending airplane trip. 

It is certainly advisable for anyone who 
has aviaphobia to consult a knowledgeable 
therapist.

End of baby boom should 


help ease job shortages 


What is ahead in the 1980s for the inner 
city teen who today cannot find a job?

Labor experts say th 
is far from bright. t 
trend under way that could ease the 
problem. Just as the end of the “baby 
boom” has left some schools with fewer 
students, so the number of young people 
competing for jobs is expected to fall over 
the next decade 

To a certain extent the problem will 
take care of itself,” observes Dr. Michael 
Wachtel. professor of economics at the 
Wharton Schoo! of the University of Penn 
sylvania. “Though the young will always 
have job problems because of their age 
and the proportion of minorities will 
continue to grow, the total group will be 
smaller 

Some experts also say that the nation 
wide shift away from manufacturng jobs, 
long a major source of work for the young 
toward more service jobs 
may not have as adverse an impact as 
some have predicted. Indeed, Barry 
Chiswick, professor of economics at the 
University of Ilinois at Chicago Circle 
suggests that the change may tend to 
benefit young job seekers and women 
They are already 
disproportionately high numbers in the 
service sector of the economy 

Still, the present unemployment rate for 
inner-city teens is almost three times the 
national’ average. And some observers 
worry that it could shoot higher - par 
ticularly in older Northern cities which 
have lost jobs to the South and West Some 
even suggest that federal youth job efforts.

What made “Oklahoma” a smash hit 
on Broadway back in the 1940s might 
work in its revival down in New York, 
but due, in part, to the terrible acoustics 
at the Metropolitan Center, stilted acting 
performances, and some awkward 
dance numbers, the Boston version (now 
playing through March 8) is somewhat 
lukewarm. If you're a Rodgers and 
Hammerstein fan, and are absolutely 
nuts about plays like “Oklahoma” 
(which were written back in the time 
when no substance was the best sub- 
stance), you'll probably enjoy this three 
hour marathon. Otherwise I'd suggest 
saving your money and waiting for 
something interesting to come around. 

The big selling point of this production 
is that it's the latest production of a 
“landmark American musical." It may 
have been a landmark 40 years ago, 
when the standardized plot of boy-meets. 
girl, boy-loses-girl, boy-fights-for-girl 
boy-wins-back-gir! was still looked upon 
as classic theater, but in this day and age 
its pretty hard to get revved up about the 
whole thing 


Even still, the Boston production could « 


very well have been saved had it not 
been for some telling flaws. 

Sitting in the 19th row of the orchestra 
section, not even 50 yards away from the 
stage, 1 could barely make out what 
some of the major characters were 
singing (let alone saying!) Laurence 
Guittard as Curly, the hero, was 
especially plagued by the Met's poor 
acoustical layout, as the producers 
apparently felt microphones (which 
were used quite beneficially for the 
production of “Sweeney Todd") were not 
necessary. Not only were they 
necessary, the lack thereof ruined 
things

Mary Boucher, as Aunt Eller, was 
equally inaudible. Only Christine An- 
dreas (as Laurey, the heroine) and 
Richard Leighton (as Jud Fry, the 
villain) managed to fight a winning 
battle against the Met Center's wide 
‘open spaces. Andreas is a rising talent 
who comes fresh from the Broadway 
production of “Oklahoma.” Leighton 
obviously benefited from his experience 
as an opera singer. 

Besides the poor acoustics, some of the 
acting was down right pitiful Lara 
‘Teeter as Will Parker came across as 
more of a blithering idiot than anything 
else. In his behalf, Teeter’s dancing was 
one of the few highlights of an otherwise 
Jong and uneventful night. 

Guittard was only so-so in the lead role 
of Curly. Most of the supporting cast was 
also suspect. Only Andreas, Leighton, 
Paige O'Hara as Ado Annie, and Bruce 
Adler, as the peddier, All Hakim, came 
up with standout performances. For a 
group that is touring the country with 
this classic, there are plenty of holes. 

‘The dance numbers, choreographed by 
Agnes DeMiille, also didn’t seem as well 
polished as one might expect. Too often 
half of the stage was filled with sub- 
sidiary characters who stood around like 
mannequins while a handful of dancers 
whirled about them. Other times the 
stage was too heavy to one side with 
dancers, creating a traffic jam effect. 

The music was good, but a lot was 
taken away from it when the words 
couldn't be heard. But the story isn’t 
anything special it never was), the 
acting didn't do anyone a service, and 
the dance numbers - which were one of 
the primary reasons for the original 
show being a success - weren't all that 
hot.
